saying that if you were to start out 
into space and go straight ahead and j 
keep on going straight ahead long ;

confuse earthly measurements with 
space nor days and years with time 
here referred to. Time, as we know 
it. belongs only to our globe and did 
not exist until our solar system was 
brought into existence and the earth 
revolved on its axis and rotated 
around the sun.

waiting for the spirit of the Creator 
to touch it into vibration, motion and 
life a thousand years is but a day. 
But .when it is fanned into a fire-mist, 
condenses into a sun and gives birth

We asked him why he didn't pick the 
CO yard dash and he bolted out the 
door. That was the last of Nurmi as 
far as the A. A. U. championships 
were concerned. He absolutely quit 
under fire."

licking from the man who later made 
a world's record of 9:55 2-5."
